NE of the problems of Christmas is to 
cater for the parties which are the 
inevitable corollary of the season. If one 
has lads and lasses home from school for 
the holidays, the trouble is complicated ; 
they make it clear that at such a time they 
expect “' ies ” (only they do not call 
them by that name in these sophisticated 
days) to figure largely in every menu. 
Even plum pudding cloys and mince pies 


| share the same fate, so that the housewife 


is often at her wits end to supply dainty 
trifles which will meet with the approval of 
both old and young. . 

A simple way out of the difficulty is pos- 
sible with the aid of a good custard powder 
and milk as the foundation. On this basis 
the housewife can build up some of the 
most attractive ‘‘ party ” dishes that the 
soul of youth or the jaundiced palate of 
later years could desire. You begin by 
making a pint of custard, of “ creamy ”’ 


consistency, and letting it get nearly cold. 


Melt a pineapple jelly in not more than 
half a teacupful of hot water, and let that 
cool a little. With an egg whisk well beat 
the jelly into the custard till all is a light 
foamy mass. Take half a cupful of pine- 
apple cubes cut into dice, and fold those 
in, seeing that they are distributed evenly. 
Pour into a glass dish and stand aside to 
get quite cold. If this pudding follows a 
very light meal, sponge fingers can be 
served with it to give it “* body.”

ANCIENT CASTLE AS MONUMENT.

Street Lighting. 
Passing along Stephen’s Creen the other 


night, 1 was moved to contrast the excellent

the morning. He also stated that the 
globe in front of his door had not been 


cleaned for three months, and suggested 


that the lamplighters did not get enough 
oil, or that, if they did, they were using 
it for some other purpose. A newspaper 


of the same year prints an account of an 


accident to a clergyman, who was 
dangerously injured by falling into a 


great hole at the entrance to Great 


George’s street from Dame street when 
coming home late at night, and blamed 
the Corporation for the fact that there 
was no street lamp anywhere near the 
scene of the occurrence. 


A School for Sweeps. 


Charles Kingsley’s “Water Babies”’ 
has preserved in popular literature the 
torments endured by sweeps’ boys a 
hundred years ago. It is not generally 
known, I think, that at this time Dublin 
possessed a school for sweeps. Founded in 
1816, it only met on Sunday mornings, 
when about forty boys assembled to be 
instructed in the “three R's.” They were 
given breakfast and clean clothes, after 
which they proceeded to their lessons. 
Prizes were given, but they were of an 
unusual kind, being chiefly of soap, towels 
and combs. The school originated out of 
a scandalous case in which a sweep was 
convicted of cruelty. His boy had com- 
plained of several painful burns, where- 
upon his master whippel bim: When the 
boy collapsed he revived him with cold 
baths, and the burning and whipping 
began again,

It is interesting to 
observe that after the lapse of a hundred 
years the Liffey and Hibernia still pre- 
serve their original good looks, while 
Plenty, Industry, Commerce and Peace 
have been damaged beyond recognition. 


Saturday “was the hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the birth of John Wilson 
Croker, the “ savage and tartarly’’ Irish- 
man who helped to found the famous 
Quarterly Review. Croker is best remem- 
bered for his fierce criticism of the young 
Keats’s ‘‘ Endymion.’’ Nearly as fierce 
was Macaulay’s onslaught on the reviewer 
himself, and. it was said that Macaulay 
‘detested. him more than cold-boiled 
veal.” It is just a hundred years since 
Croker invented the term Conservative as 
a political party name. 

Croker spent four years in Dublin 
University, and was called to the Bar in 
1802. Two or three years later he vastly 
amused the town with his '' Intercepted 
Letter from Canton’’ and ‘ Familiar 
Epistles on the Irish Stage,” caustic 
satires on society and the theatre in 
Dublin. In 1807 he entered Parliament 
as Tory member for Downpatrick, and his 
personal knowledge of his constituency 
enabled him later to strike heavily at the 
Whigs. In two more years he was made 
Secretary of the Admiralty for his warm 
defence of the Duke of York in the Clarke 
case, and this post, which he held for 
twenty years, gave him the leisure to 
write the slashing political articles for 
which the Quarterly was celebrated. It is 
said that his articles in the Quarterly 
alone numbered nearly three hundred. 

It is surprising that so violent a 
politician as Croker was the author of a 
series of stories for children from English 
history, a volume which suggested the 
much better known ‘“ Tales of a Grand- 
father.” He published, too, an edition 
of Boswell’s ‘‘ Johnson ” and “ Essays on 
the Early French Revolution.”’

The murmured apology 
is hardly uttered (although, I must grant, 
it almost always is uttered) ere the parce 
has rested on the back of the passenger in 
front. When a group of children comes 
along, carrying a whole series of parcels, 
the matter becomes so serious that he who 
wants to read is compelled to run.

as it arises. Can we not act on the same 
principles still? What have we to-day to 
do with the quarrels of Christians who lived 
centuries before we were born, except to try 
to undo their evil effects?

. FLASH OF LIGHT. 

They started from Borrisokane at 8.15 p.m., 
and when about forty yards from the bridge 
he noticed the car go sluggishly. It back-fired 
three times, and witness next saw a flash of 
light on the front left hand side of the car. 
Sergeant Kelly said that the car was on fire. 
The car then accelerated of its own 
accord, and gave a swerve to the left 
when witness tried to right it. The car 
was then on fire, but witness had it straight 
for the road.

BELFAST, Sunday. 

The tonnage output of new ships from the 
Belfast shipyards for the past year shows a 
considerable increase over the tonnage for 
the previous year. Messrs. Harland and 
Wolft, Ltd., yesterday issued their annual 
stateinent, which shows that since January 
ist last they have launched sixteen vessels 
in Belfast aggregating 117,601 tons. Last 
vear the firm ná ten vessels oí 91,077 
Lons, 

Messrs. Workman Clark (1928) had an out- 
put for the year consisting of ten vessels of

TWENTY-SIX VESSELS. 

The total of the new tonnage of the Belfast 
shipyards for the year is, therefore, twenty- 
six vessels of 168,201 tons, which is the 
highest that has been reached since 1919, 
when the boom in the building of standard 
ships had not terminated. he output of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff’s Belfast yard

The excellent output figures of the last 
vear are overshadowed by the fact that no 
new orders are being received to replace the 
work now running out, and the prospects 
for next year. are not bright.

THE BIGGEST BLUNDER. 


“I really feel,” he continued, “ that the 
very limited range of subjects favouring the

such a limited course, has been the biggest 
educational blunder committed since the in- 
ception of the Intermediate system. Imagine 
a European Free State formulating a scheme 
of secondary education for, possibly, the 
brightest intellects in the world and dig- 
couraging by the most harassing conditions 
the study of a single continental tongue. The 
percentage of candidates taking French is 
négligible. while German, Spanish and Italian 
no place on the published lists. Many, if 
not most, of the scholarship winners this year 
cannot be considered as: having received a 
sound, liberal education. In most schools in 
the Free State to-day the curricula cannot be 
considered any more dignified than a glorified 
primary programme. If the idea is to dis- 
courage one and all of the modern continental 
languages for concentration on the Irish, then 
I maintain that the object has been rudely 
defeated ; for the schools that have done best 
at Irish are those that included in their 
curricula three, four or five languages.’’ 


COMPULSORY IRISH. 


The students of Waterpark College, he con- 
cluded, have proved that compulsory Irish is 
an unhappy appellation. It was a pity for the 
language itself that the bogey of compulsion 
ever was resurrected; for there were many 


schools in the Free State to-day doing practi- | 


cally nothing for Irish that could, by the 
adoption of the compulsion spirit, be brought 
into the academic life of the nation for the 
nation’s belief. No more glowing example of 
the complete lack of sense of proportion could 
be adduced than that of the education 
authorities requiring success in five subjects 
for a pass certificate, while awarding its 
highest monetary scholarships and an honours 
certificate to candidates who present only the 
same five subjects, From the first of their 
years at the secondary schoo! the pupil s time 
is wasted for want of an objective, the Depart- 
ment allowing that valuable period to pass 
without an annual examination. The golden 
years from twelve to fifteen are practically 


fallow. 
RETROGRADE. 


A large sum of money is being expended on 
scholarships from primary to secondary 
schools, and thé winners are never heard of 
afterwards. The years he referred to are 
frittered away in mental and, perhaps, moral 
stagnation, engendered by the most retrograde 
and reactionary change made in secondary 
education in Ireland in half a century.

Killed By Bandits. 


Women’s Fate In China. 


i 


The Rev. Alfred and Mrs. Sills have re- 
turned home to Belfast from China, after 
an auxlous period during the revolution in 
that country. The Rev. Mr. Sills made 
great, but ineffectual, efforts to secure the 
release of Miss Nettleton and Miss Havrri- 
son, two missionaries of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, who served twenty years in 
China before being captured by bandits and 
subsequently executed. 

Describing the fate of the two women 
missionaries, the Rev. Mr. Sills said that 
it would be difficult to picture the awful 
conditions under which they were confined. 
They were taken to a small shack on the 
mountains, together with other male pri- 
soners. Their boxes, containing their 
changes of clothing they. never saw from the 
moment of their capture, and they were in 
captivity for three months. The first de- 
mand they received from the bardits wns for 
ten thousand dollars, and ‘the medical and 
surgical appliances in the area, but there 
was no mention of their release even if it 
were paid. First eloquent persyasion was 


tried to effect the release, and then later it 9 


was decided to agree to pay the ransom, 
Those best acquainted with Chinese ways 
never for a moment believed that the women 
would be murdered, but once the demand for 
ransom was agreed to the bandits raised the 
figure from 10,000 to 100,000 dollars. 

In the file of correspondence are several 
letters from the captives, and one can well 
read between the lines their horrible posi- 
tion, and, above all, their unalterable faith.

Proper Names. 


The British Broadcasting Corporation’s 
Advisory Committee on Spoken English, 
which indirectly sets the standard of pro- 
nunciation for the English-speaking world, 
has embarked on the second phase of its 
duties. Hitherto it has laid down the 
law in regard to common words; now it 
proposes to establish the pronunciation of 
proper names. We foresee difficulties. 
Some time ago, when the Corporation 
decreed that the name of its great central 
station should be pronounced ‘‘ Dav-en- 
try ” as spelled, there was a chorus 2f 
indignation from all lovers of the tradi- 
tional, who pointed out that the pro- 
nunciation “ Dane-tree ” was consecrated 
both by time and by the practice of the 
inhabitants. If the precedent governs 
every decision, chaos promises to come 
again. English place-names show a superb 
disregard of the common rules of speech, 
and the bearers of family names whose 
pronunciations are more idiomatic than 
academic will not submit without a 
struggle. The Committee, however, is 
doing its best, and we wish it luck in a 
thankless task. Already it has issued a 
little dictionary of some fifteen hundred 
English place-names. What will happen 
when the promised manuals on Irish, 
Scottish and Welsh place-names are

after leaving Copenhagen, and was in the 


neighbourhood. of the Island of Laesoe 
soon after nine o'clock in the evening.

Arcturus,- which was travelling in the 
opposite direction. The skippers of the 
two vessels were brothers. 

Suddenly the lights of the Arcturus 
loomed through the fog. It was impossible 
to avoid a collision. The Arcturus struck 
the flank of the Oberon nearly amidships 


on the starboard side, tearing a huge hole 


continuing below the water line. ! 
The water poured into the vessel, which 

heeled over, hung nearly on her beam ends 

for a few seconds, and then plunged into 


the depths. 


NO CHANCE TO ESCAPE. 

There was no time to launch any of the 
lifeboats. Some belts were distributed, but 
the collision was so sudden that most of 
the passengers and crew were trapped 
below deck, and had never a chance to 
escape. To add to their difficulties, the 
electric light failed almost immediately. 

The Arcturus stopped and lowered her 
boat, which succeeded in picking up thirty- 
six survivors, while four seamen, who 
managed to struggle ihto a lifeboat that 
had floated off, were picked up by the 
British steamer Hengist.

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MANCHESTER MARKETS’ 
REVIEW. 
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BUTTER TRADE BETTER. 


(From Our CoMMERCIAL CoRRESPONDENT. ) 

Business in the commodity markets has 
** tailed off’? much earlier than is usual for 
the last month of the year. The reason is 
clear. On the top of the severe trade depres- 
sion there has been the continued fall in the 
prices of most articles, and, without doubt, 
the volume of business would be greater if 
buyers could be assured that the general fali 
in values was getting somewhere near the end. 
No official change is recorded in bacon, but 
it is interesting to note that killings in Den- 
mark during the past week reached the re- 
cord total of 145,142; but those in Holland 
were much smaller at 8,700. So far as butter 
is concerned the Danish official quotation has 
been unchanged at 128 kroner per 100 kilos, 
as compared with 284 kroner at the corre- 
sponding period of last. year, and 354 kroner 
in 1928. A material reduction of cold stored 
stocks of Colonial in London has taken place 
lately at. the reduced prices, which has caused 
@ good general demand. Prices of new sea- 
son’s Colonial makes have strengthned con- 
siderably, and there has been an improved 
demand. 

The general position of the butter trade, 
however, is much better, and there is every 

rospect of an upward movement in the near 
uture. There is no change to report in the 
egg market. Trade is quiet, and tne mild 
weather is favourable for new production.

Government departments: and commercial 
films, factory workers, people in administra- 
tive posts and students of both sexes, have 
heen tested for their nervous temperaments 
by Dr. Millais Culpin and Dr. May Smith, 
and the result of their inquiries was pub- 
lished on Saturday by the Industrial Health 
Research Board. 

The investigators state: “As to symptoms, 
when a person is asked to see his chief, 
“A” may be mildly apprehensive, “B” 
experience interested. wonder, “CC” feel 
shaky at the knees, ‘‘D” prepare for the 
most improbable worst, “E ” feel that he 
has done something wrong, while “F ” will 
feel all right if he has done something wrong 
and knows what it is, but is apprehensive 
if innocent. 

A real capacity for directing others is 
rare, heads of firms stating that one of their 
chief difficulties was to get people who could 
manage subordinates well 


NO SPECIAL SYMPTOMS. 

People among whom no particular symptoms 
were discovered ranged from the sensitive 
and highly-intelligent man to tha rather duil 
person. Factory workers did not differ 
greatly from clerical workers. Such arffer- 
ences as did appear showed factory workers 
t> be rather less stable than clerical workers. 
Students, both men and women, had a 
higher percentage of nervous people than 
other groups. . 

The data offered no evidence of a diffe- 
rence between men and women. Tests with 
-regard to fear showed that, while that of 
the dark was commoner among women than 
men, other fears were found in similar dis- 
tribution in both sexes, and in different 
occupations.

Income tax legislation in the past, even in 
the Free State, has i not erred on 
the side of perfection, and it is imperative, 
therefore, that, in introducin any new pro- 
posals, the Government shall consult and 
take into its confidence representatives of the 
professions that are concerned with the law 
and practice of the Income Tax Acts. 


ROYAL COMMISSION’S REPORT. 


_ Looking back upon the amendments and 
innovations mm the income tax which have 
found their way into the Finance Acts of re- 
cent years, it will be fairly obvious to income 
tax practitioners that they have all been born 
more or less out of the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission on the Income Tax 
which sat in 1919-1920. This Commission, 
unlike many of the House of Commons’ Com- 
mittees which sat before it, made such an ex- 
haustive study of the income tax that it left 
very little scope for further investigation of 
the subject. It is not inopportune, therefore, 
E recall to poe its terms of reference, as 
they aré in ‘most respects bound to co 
those which have formed the basis of Fath 
sion and inquiry of the recent Revenue Com- 
missioners’ artmental Committee. 

The terms of reference were :— 

‘‘ To inquire into the income tax (including 
super tax) in all its aspects, including the 
scope, rates, and incidence of the tax; allow- 
ances and reliefs, administration, assessment, 
appeal and collection, and prevention of 
evasion, and to report what alterations of law 
an] practice are necessary and desirable, and 
what effect they would have on rates of tax 
if r were necessary to maintain the total 
yieid. 


SIMPLIFICATION. 

On the question of simplification, the Royal 
Commission expressed itself in the following 
terms — 

“We have formed the opinion that in 
income tax matters simplicity is not the sole 
object to be aimed at, and that the price that 
would have to be paid for a simple: income 
tax could not be justified. On the other 
hand, a tax that aimed at providing legis. 
lative provisions for every case, so that no 
hardship of any sort should be possible, 
would be so intricate and detailed, so full of 
exceptions and provisos, that it would be 
unintelligible to the ordinary taxpayer, and 
would render the machine ineffective.’’ 

It may be inferred from this. then, that 
to simplify the Income Tax Acts is by no 
means an easy task, and that it cannot be 
done summarily by the stroke of a pen, as in 
the case of the imposition of a Customs tariff 
on butter or bacon. The explanation, of 
course, is that around the income tax there 


has grown up an enormous mass of case law, 


which now fills eleven thousand pages or more 
of closely-printed matter, and that to alter 
this structure drastically, without impairing or

FINANCE ACT, 1929. 


In the tinance Act of last year the most 
Imoortant recommendation of the Roval (‘om- 


mission was embodied. I refer to the change- 


over from the three years’ average as the 
basis Of assessment of trading profits and 


‘foreign possessions to the single preceding | 


year basis. It has taken ten years to bring ! ma 
; may 


about this notable alteration, and the delay 
can Only be attributed to the slow movement 
and the conservative outlook of our revenue 
departmenis. The change-over, while it has 
made for a cértain amount of simplicity, has. 
unfortunately, resulted in many hardships to 
taxpayers, which have, however, been met to 
some extent by this year’s Finance Act. But 
the latter does not give the full relief to 
which every taxpayer ougat to be entitled. A 
limit (see Section 4) has been fixed, inside of 
which there can be no relief 

Why should any 'imit be fixed when it is 
a case of remedying hardships; and why, after 
all. should hardships arise? There is some:hing 
radically wrong with a system which, instead 
of removing hardships, only helps to create 
them, and there ‘s something stil] imperfect, 
from the taxpayers’ point of view, in the 
system which seeks to tax him im any year, 
not, as it should be, on the actual income of 
that year, but on the income of the preceding 


| year. But to make the position more illogical 


this same system taxes him in respect of cer- 
tain income—e.g., dividend from domestic 
companies and income from property, on the 
actual income of the year of assessment. and 
on all other income it makes him liable on the 
income of the previous year. So long as 
unomatlies of this kind exist, so long will the 
income tax code be a puzzle and an irritant 
to the taxpayer. 


TAXPAYERS’ DEMAND. 


‘After all, what the public demands is a sim- 
plified code which will make every liable per- 
son chargeable for any particular year on the 
actual income only of that year, and will do 
away with the system of measuring such in- 
come on a rule-of-thumb or purely notional 
basis. 

It may be objected that su-h a code would 
deprive the Exchequer of its full tax receipts 
in the first financial year of its introduction. 
because of the necessity of having to wait 
until the end of the year in order to ascertain 
the amount of actual income; but the objec- 
tion is not insuperable. Payments on ac- 
count, such as have been made in recent 
years in respect of liability on British divi- 
dends, could be tendered, and adjustments 
“up or down " could be effected after the 
end of each inco na tax year. This is only one 
suggested solution. There are others which, 
I am sure, could successfully be hammered 
into shape around a conference table. 

Has the Departmental Committee considered 
this aspect of simplification? If not, then it 
will have missed an ideal opportunity of put- 
ting an end to the innumerable complications 
oe inequities of the exisling income tax 
code.

HOSPITAL NURSES. 


THE VALIDITY OF A 
RESOLUTION. 


H 
CONSTITUTION OF COMMITTEE 
DISCUSSED. 1 

The second appeal was one by the de- 
fendants in the case of Woods and others, 
nurses and attendants in Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital,’ ag inst the Co:poration of 
Dublin and others. It was an apper! from 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith in 
favour of the plaintiffs, except in so far as it 
allowed costs to the defendants. — 

In the action the plaintiffs claimed a de- 

claration that they were entitled to remunera- 
tion ‘on the basis of their contract of service. 
and Mr. Justice Mercdita mace tat declara- 
tion. 
In his judzgmert Mr. Justice Meredith said 
that the plaintiffs were origincslly appointed 
under Scction 84 of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act 1898, or were deemed to have 
been. so appointed on transfer under Section 
115. The section provided that every officer 
so appointed should perform such duties and 
be paid such remuneration as the Council 
might assign to them. The plaintiffs claimed 
that since the 1st April, 1926, they had not 
received the remuneration assigned to them 
by, or under, resolutions passed in the years 
1920 and 1921 by the Joint Committee through 
which the Conncil acted. The defendants 
relied on a resolution of the. Joint Committee, 
dated 20th January, 1926, reducing the then 
existing rale of pay as from 1st April follow- 
ing, and they further alleged that the plain- 
tiffs agreed to the reduction, and were bound 
by it. The plaintiffs, however, contended that 
the .resolution could not have effect against 
them, since they were entitled to receive the 
remuneration assigned to them, and that the 
Statute gave no power to deprive them of re 
munerat:on once assigned. They further con. 
tended that the resolution was invalid or 
ineffectual on various technical grounds, and 
they denied having agreed to accept the re- 
duction. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said his view of the case 
was that there had, in point of fa-t, heen an 
assignment of remuneration at the old rate 
for the period subsequent to the 31st. March, 
1926; that no power of annulling the assign- 
ment of remuneration could be implied, and 
that, accordingly, the plaintiffs were entitled 
to their seJaries at the old rate. 

TWO MAIN QUESTIONS. 

The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that two main qvestions had been argued in 
the appeal. The first. regarding the meening 
and effect of Section 84, Su-Section 1 of the 
Local Government Act, 1998, in conjunction 
with Section 32 of the Internretation Act, 
had now heen ¢ecided in the iud zmant of that 
court, just delivered, in Thistle and others 
against the County Councils of Monaghan and 
Cavan. The second question was whether, 
assuming that the defendants had power to 
reduce the remuneration of asylum officers, 
was the Joint Committee of the Grangegor- 
man Mental Hospital validly constituted on 
the 20th January, 1926, so as to pass the re- 
solution of that date, purporting to make the 
reduction of which the plaintiffs complained. 
He did not think that they should be too 
astute to find flaws in an Executive Order, 
but in his opinion the Order of the Minister 
for Local Government, made on the 14th 
July, 1925, was invalid, in so far as it pur- 
ported to appoint the Dublin City Commis- 
sioners to be members of the Joint Commit- 
tee. In his opinion the Joint Committee was 
not legally constituted on the 20th January, 
1926, and, therefore, the resolution purport- 
ing to reduce the plaintiffs’ remuneration was 
wholy ineffective. He agreed with the rea- 
sons given by Mr. Justice FitzGibbon on this 
question. in his judgment, which would be 
read, and was of opinion that the appeal 
should he dismissed. 

Mr. Jutsice ‘FitzGibbon, in his judgment, 
said that in his opinion, for reasons given. in 
the eae in Thistle and others against 
the County Councils of Monaghan and Cavan, 
the yar of Mr. Justice Meredith could 
not be sustained upon any of the grounds put 
forward in the appeal, and if there were 
nothing further in the case he would hold

Borough Council of Dublin to the meetings 
of the Joint Committee. He could see ro 
remedy but for the Minister to appoint 
twenty-nine Commissioners upon the. com 
mittee of the dissolved Borough Council to 
carry on the business of the Joint Committee 
In his opinion, the resolution was validly 
passed by the Joint Committee, and the 


-appeal should he allowed. 


In the result the appeal was dismissed, 
with costs.

TAXI COMPANY’S APPEAL.

Reserved judgment, directing a new trial, 
was delivered in the Supreme Court last 
Saturday in ‘the appeal which was brought 
by the Hibernian Taxi Company from the 
findings of the jury at the trial of an action 
which was brought against them by Gertrude 
McGreene, a nurse, of Prospect Cottages. 
Westfield, Kilkee, for damages for personal 
injuries sustained by her owing to the alleged 
negligence of the defendant’s servants (which 
was denied) in the driving of an omnibus at 
Temple Hill, Blackrock, Co. Dublin, on the 
2nd May, 1928, while she was in the act of 
boarding the vehicle. 

At the trial of the action the jury returned 
a verdict for the plaintiff awarding her 
£1,500 damages, and Mr. Justice Sullivan 
gave judgment: for her for that amount, with 
costs. i 

The Chief Justice said that the plaintiff 
had been employed at the hospital oí the 
British Ministry of Pensions, Blackrock, He 
was of opinion that the verdict was against 
the at, preponderance of evidence, aud 
should be set aside. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan concurred. 

The appeal accordingly was allowed, and a 
new trial was ordered, the costs to abiáe 
the result of the second action. .

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
Supreme Court last Saturday in favour of the 
respondents in the appeal which was brought 
by the plaintiff in the case of Kathleen O’Gor- 
man, a draper’s assistant, of 16 Eim Grove, 
Ranelagh, against H. Williams and Co., Ltd., 
me*chants. of Henry street, Dublin, from the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Hanna in favour 
of the defendants at the trial of the action 
before him and a jury in May of this year. 

In her action the plaintiff claimed damages 
for personal. injuries and loss and damage, 
sustained by her through the alleged negli- 
gence of a servant of the defendants in the 
management of a bicycle in Grafton street, 
Dublin, on the 7th October of last year; and 
she now sought to have the judgment set 
aside, and judgment entered for her, or, al- 
ternatively, an order directing a new trial of 
the action, on the ground that the trial was 
unsatisfactory.
